I  am  sure,  therefore,  that,  like  your  forerunners,  you  will  be  wise 
enough  to  exercise  care  in  the  face  of  impetuosity,  and  discern- 
ment in  your  enthusiasm.  May  you  be  successful  and  happy  in  all 
your  future  undertakings.
